He had to be a student of human 
nature, level-hended, unhesitating in 
his decisions, and strictly neutral. 
He must never lose sight of the fnet 
that a wrong decision might be ine 
stramental in ereating a bad impres- 
oon among the team penalised, ant 
valve onmong othe spectators. That 
miyht Tend to doubtful tacties on the 
part of some of the playe and when 
this happened the referve’s duthes be. 
ehme mich more difficult.

MAN’S DEATH FROM 
GLANDERS. 


HORSE DISEASE THAT IS 
"~~ EXTREMELY RARE. > 


Glanders, a disease common to 
horses, was stated at an inquest at 
Edmonton to have ceused the death 
of William Milton, aged 67, of Park- 
lane. Waltham Cross, 

Milton, a stuble-man, had worked 
with horses nearly all his life. He 
was taken ill last) June and died 
recently. , 

.A witness stated that the horses 
With. which Milton had worked up 
to the time of his illness were free 
from disease. 

The Coroner (Dr. Cohen), said 
that it was a very rare.caxe. The 
Ministry of Agriculture had told 
him that they thought the disease 
was practically wiped out in Eng- 
land, They considered that this 
war due to the very careful manner 
in which local authorities had 
Huarded ayainst the disense. There 
had been/only one éasé of glanders 
In horses—at  Southumpton, in 
1928—during the Jast five years. 

The jury returned a verdict of 
“denth from ghanders—-misadven- 
ture.” 

[Glanders is an infectious disease 
affecting horses and mules and only 
very rarely attacking human 
beings. 

Examples of the disease -among 
laboratory workers ure -known, 
since the microbe causing glanders 
is one of the most highly infective 
existing, but the few cases that 
have occurred in England have 
usually’ been among © ostlers, 
grooms, and vetcrinury surgeons. 

No treatment is known which 
affect the course of the disease, and 
the. neute form ix ulmost always 
fatal. | <

It may be recalled that som 
months ago the Government made 
a beginning in its efforts to copa 
with this evil by giving the occu- 
pants of foreign brothels in the 
Colony notice to close their 
catablishmenta by the end of the 
year. These places disappear at 
the end‘ of this month, The 
further steps now taken refor to 
brothels which, while the inmates 
are not foreigners, cater to foreign 
elientele, and to the purely Chinese 
brothels, The Government has 
definitely decided ag followa: 

Non-Chinese brothels, fe. 
brothels catering to foreign 
cHentele, shall be closed in six 
months from Jnnuary 1. Thia prin- 
cIpnily involver the Ship Street 
establishments wt Wanchai, were 
there are many Chinese women 
and there used to be many 
Japanese women, The numbers 
of Japanese women have been re- 
duced substantially recently, and 
few are left. The Chinese women 
remain, however, and the quarter 
has for many years been a blot on 
the district. 

Ax to purely Chinese brothels, 
including those at Weat Point, it is 
not proposed to abolish them at 
once, but it ia hoped to get rid of 
them In three years. To that end. 
as from now, no new prostitutes 
will be registered. No transfers 
of prostitutes from one houae to 
another will be allowed. If a 
prostitute leaves a brothel and Is 
awny from it for a month, her re- 
xistration will be eancelled. it fs 
expected that this process will 
accelerate abolition. The position 
will, however, be reviewed at the 
end of next year, and if it ia then 
cannidered that the process of 
extinction ia not fast enough, 
the fixing of 4 acfinite time mit 
will probably be considered.

Pickett was described an the au- 
thor of the play. Mr. Brandon 
contended that he was the sole 
author of the play. , 

Mr. Pickett denied that he au- 
thorised the publication of the 
words compinined of. He clatmed 
to be part-author of the play, 

Mr. F. R. L. Anch, a producer 
and netor, said that he saw the 
acript of “The: Silent House” in 
1926, and found that it was not 
suitable for West End product'ua, 
1* was too’ shorl and waa definite- 
ly provincial in character, There 
were in it cruditles which would 
make its production {mpossible-- 
“even at the Lyceum.” 

Mr. Justice Avory—We shal} 
have an action for slander.

Mr, Croom-Johnaon, K.C.—Per- 
haps I had better get the witness 
to explain.

Unaware of 
the impending motor-car, they had 
bullt it by the side of the long, 
straight highway running between 
Stainea and Kingston. ) When the 
first motor-car went snorting t, 
it heralded the doom of Sunbury 
Common Church. :

Since then the old church has 
been put to some remarkable uses,.

steel girder supporting an overhead 
crane, while in the chequered light 
xhed by the stained glass windows, 
mechanics: work at benches fitted 
into the reccases In the walls. A 
chain slung over one of the wooden 
arches held up the front ade of a 
car being repaired. E 
On the outside of the roof the 
names of a bottled milk and n brand 
of petrol painted in larye white 
letters claim the attention of the

DEATH OF V VINCENT 
D'INDY. 


-WAGNER’S FRIEND. 


Paris, Dec. 3. 

The death occurred to-lay of 
M. Vincent D’Indy, the famous 
French composer. He was over 
80 years of age and had been 
ailing for some time. : 

He was generally looked upon as 
one of the master-musicians ef con- 
temporary Europe oas regards 
dramatic expression, orchestral 
colour and sense of style, buf‘ some 
eritles were of opinion that - his 
music was more notable for {ts 
technica skill than for [ts inspira- 
tion, 

D'Indy has, in fact. been the 
subject of much controversy though 
this has centred more upon his 
musical views and theorics than 
upon his’ compositions, 

His father was the Comte D’ Indy 
and he took up Rriusic against his 
family’s wishes, studying — the 
pine with Diemer and theory with 
Marmontel and Lavignac at) the 
Conservatoire for several years. 

He was a friend of Dupare under 
whom he devoted specin] attention 
to Berlioz and Bach, and to Wag- 
ner, whem he yot to know personal. 
ly Tater.

Later he beesume acquainted with, 
Cesar Franck. In 1873 he spent

In 1876 he became or- 
ganist of St. Lea and kettle-drum- 
mer of Célonne’s orchestra to gain 
experience, and conducted the re- 
hearsals of the “Lohengrin” — per- 
formance in 1878.
